The condition of Kentucky's wheat 
crop indicates a probable production 
of about 6.143,000 bushels this season 
compared to 18,028,000 laat year, ac- 
cording to the Mlay crop report issued 
Jointly at Frankfort and lionlsvllle 
by State CDmmtstioner ot Agriculture 
w c;. Hanna and H. F. Bryant, Ken- 
tucky Jleld agent ot the United States 
Itnreau of Crop EMimates. Probable 
ryo production is eetimattfd at ta^.uuu 
bushels compared to 744,000 bushels 
last year, and Ume hay a 1,410,000 
tone compared to 1,681,000 tons pro- 
duced last year. Actual production this 
season may prove greater or less than 
these estimates, depending on whether 
conditions are particularly favorable 
or unfavorable between now and 
threshing time and bay harvest

The late 
spring has delayed farm work severe- 
ly, plowing being only 60 per cent, 
completed compared to 76 per cent, 
usually done by May 1. Spring plant- 
ing Is forty per cent, done compared to 
an average of 45 per cent, usually ilone 
by this time. Pasture Is 80 per cent 
of normal compared to the ten year 
average of 85 per cent. Ten per cent, 
of laat year's hay crop in Kentucky 
lor l.'ie.UMi loiisl U still on llie farms.
